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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To surely prevent the unauthorized use of the 
title device by 

inputting a user's ID number and comparing the user's ID 
number with a 

registered ID number and releasing only a specified 
operator for operating the 

title device in the case that a copying inhibition mode is 
set up. 

CONSTITUTION: When the input by a copying starting key 61 
is performed from an 

operating part 6, a back-up memory 9 is accessed and the 
data of a copying 

inhibition mode flag is read. By judging whether it is the 
copying inhibition 

mode or not based on the data, a CPU 7 turns on a copying 
inhibiting lamp 62 

and displays the effect when the copying inhibition mode is 
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set. Then, if the 

input by a releasing key for copying inhibition mode 63 is 
performed, the 

user's ID number is inputted from an user's ID recognizing 
part 5 and the 

user's ID number is compared with the registered ID number 
group in the memory 

9 which is permitted to release the copying inhibition. 
And by judging whether 

the copying inhibition is released or not, and restoring to 
the state in which 

copying is possible by the control of the CPU 7, the 
unauthorized use by the 

user whose ID number is different from the registered one 

can be surely 

prevented. 
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PURPOSE: To prevent the copying of a part unnecessary to be copied without 
changing a copying time for an ordinary original by painting out an area on 
a medium to be recorded in which an image is recorded in advance in the 
case that the original inhibited to be copied is detected. 

CONSTITUTION: At first, in an original reading means 1000, the image of the 
original is read by an image sensor so as to become an electrical image signal. 
The image signal is recorded in a recording means 2000 and the image recording 
processing is continued till the original which is inhibited to be copied is 
detected by a detecting means 3000. At the point of time when the original 
which is inhibited to be copied is detected by the detecting means 3000, a control 
means 4000 controls the recording means 2000 and additionally records a speci- 
fied image, as the area on the medium to be recorded in which the image is 
recorded in advance is painted out. Then, it does not take a long time because 
copying is executed to the ordinary original as it is, and the copying of the 
part unnecessary to be copied can be prevented.

And by judging 
whether the copying inhibition is released or not, and restoring to the state 
in which copying is possible by the control of the CPU 7, the unauthorized 
use by the user whose ID number is different from the registered one can be 
surely prevented.

PURPOSE: To obtain a high quality image without surface staining by providing 
a suction machine and sucking air before a transfer sheet is carried and brought 
into contact with an electrophotographic photosensitive body, and removing 
the paper dust on the surface of the sheet so that a developer may not firmly 
fix on it. 

CONSTITUTION: The transfer sheet 2 is carried in the direction shown by an 
arrow toward the electrophotographic photosensitive body 4 from a carrying 
roller 1. The transfer sheet 2 is sucked with air by the suction machine 3 before 
the transfer sheet comes into contact with the photosensitive body 4 and the 
paper dust on the surface is removed. Then, a suction part 3a in the suction 
machine 3 is opened narrow and long in the width direction of the transfer 
sheet 2 and the suction machine 3 uniformly and efficiently sucks the surface 
of the transfer sheet 2, and the paper dust is removed. Then, the transfer sheet 
2 comes into contact with the photosensitive body 4 in the state that the paper 
dust is removed. As a result, since a toner and the developer can be difficult 
to firmly fix to the photosensitive body 4, the high quality image without surface 
staining can be obtained.
